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Police seek help 
in solving murder 


Law enforcement agencies in 
Taylor are seeking the help of local 
residents to help find the perpetra- 
tors of a Taylor homicide and hold- 
up. 

Police said three men entered 
Toma s Party Store, 26897 Van 
Born, approximately 10 p.m., Oct. 
25 and held up an employee and the 
store owner The store owner was 
shot and killed at the scene, while 
the employee, a female cashier, 
also was shot. She is in critical con- 
dition at the hospital. 

According to police, one of the 
hold-up men escorted the cashier to 
a rear room, while the two other 
robbers stayed in the front of the 
store and waited on customers. 

The robbers located keys to the 
store, and locked the door. Then, 


according to police, one of the gun- 
men shot the store owner and the 
employee. The robbers unlocked 
the door and Bed in an unknown 
direction. 

One of the robbers is described as 
a young black male, in his mid 20s, 
about 5 feet, 6 inches to 5 feet. 8 
inches. He is thin, dark complexion 
and short black hair, wearing a thin 
beard, mustache and goatee. He 
had on a black hat. dark pants and a 
brown thin jacket. 

The second suspect is white, also 
in the early 20s, 5 feet 7, to 5 feet 10. 
He is clean shaven, very light com- 
plexion and has dark brown curly 
hair. He wore a tan leather coat and 
cap and dark pants. The third man 
is described in his 20s, about 6 feet 0

Bloodmobile 
coming to city 

The Romulus Senior High 
School will sponsor a Red 
Cross bloodmobile from 11 
a.m. until 5 p.m., Tues., Nov.

Officials say that there is a 
severe need for blood at area 
hospitals. 

“Giving blood is easy and 
should take only 45 minutes to 
an hour/’ officials say. “A 
safe and adequate supply of 
blood will only be available if 
volunteers in the Romulus 
area step forward and 
donate.” 
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City Council last Tuesday gave 
Mayor William Oakley the green 
light to enter into an agreement to 
purchase land for the proposed 
Romulus Post Office. 

Mayor Oakley asked council that 
the city enter into “an option agree- 
ment” to purchase approximately 
two acres of land located in the God- 
dard and Hunt Street areas. Pre- 
sently, there is “an old foundry, an 
eyesore, on that property.” 

‘‘We are all aware of the fact that 


City records may be microfilmed 
in the near future. The council last 
Tuesday night agreed to finance a 
feasibility study recommended by 
City Clerk Raymond Cantrell “to 
microfilm a few records to see more 
accurately the cost that may be in- 
volved.” 

Presently , city documents and re- 
cords are stored at the City Hall and 
the Police Department. Space to 
store such records is slowly running 
out. 

“I’m sure most of you are well 
aware of the abundant supplies of 
records stored at the City Hall and 
the Police Department,” Cantrell 
told council. “We currently house 
as close as possible seven years of 
records for easy access. 

“The rest has been taken to the 
police department for storage If 
the need arises for information 
prior to the seven years at the City 
Hall, we have to send an employee 
to the Police Department to re- 
trieve the records requested 

Cantrell said that the present 


we expect a new post office to be 
developed in our community within 
the next 12 months,” Mayor Oakley 
informed council. “I remind you of 
Congressman Ford’s (Congress- 
man William Ford D-15th District) 
comment that we will be contacted 
by a member of the Real Estate Di- 
vision of the Post Office for the pur- 
pose of obtaining our input as to the 
location.” 

Mayor Oakley went on to say that 
the administration "reviewed 


method “is not an efficient way of 
maintaining records, but the neces- 
sary space for storage is not avail- 
able,” therefore he sought other 
means to solve the problem. 

In his search. Cantrell and Mayor 
William Oakley met representa- 
tives of the Microfilm Co . of Detroit , 
a firm that is located in Romulus. 
The city has obtained a quote of $200 
to test the feasibility of microfilm- 
ing some records. 

“Only a few records would be 
microfilmed to see more accurately 
the cost that may possibly be in- 
volved,” Cantrell said After the 
records have been microfilmed 
with council concurrance, we would 
like to review with council the end 
results.” 

Mayor William Oakley said the 
financing of the test project would 
come from the clerk s budget. 

However, at present, there is no 
way imaginable to figure how much 
the system would cost I m scared 
to guess what it would cost us to 
microfilm all of the city 's records 

Councilman John Lewkowicz 


several locations in the community 
and has concluded the city’s in- 
terest would best be served by de- 
veloping the post office on the south- 
west corner of Hunt and Goddard.” 

Mayor Oakley said that the loca- 
tion of the proposed post office facil- 
ity would precipitate the revitaliza- 
tion of downtown Romulus and in 
the same time clean up an undesir- 
able site.

agreed that a “dry run would help 
give the city an idea of what we're 
getting into. ” 

A motion offered by councilman 
Pete Bergerin and supported by 
Junior Block, found council con- 
currance to go ahead with the pro- 
ject. However, not before Mayor 
Pro Tern. Mary Ann Banks warned 
“that if we decide to do this (micro- 
film city records > the company do- 
ing the feasibility study should be 
made well aware that we intend to 
go out for bids and find the lowest 
bidder ” 


Superintendent of Schools, Dr. 
William Bedell, said the additional 
three mills would be levied over a 
period of five years to operate the 
school district. 

The schools presently levy 36.15 
(one mill is $1 for every $1,000 of 
assessed valuation of property). 

“No way can we continue to oper- 
ate this school district without addi- 
tional money,” Dr. Bedell stressed. 
“The school board was reluctant to 
ask the voters for the additional re- 
venues because of the depressed 
economy, however, we had no 
choice.” 

Dr. Bedell went on to say that the 
school district has closed “a third of 
our buildings, laid off 25 percent of 
our work force and has cut back to 
five hours a day for the school sche- 
dule.” 

“Many of us are starting our third 
year without pay adjustments,” Dr. 
Bedell continued, “in fact, we are 
going to reduce our teachers’ salar- 
ies to the 1979-80 pay level.” 

Although the proposal to reduce 
the teachers’ salaries across-the- 
board 22 percent is on the negotiat- 
ing table, the Wayne County-MEA, 
which represents local teachers, is 
adamantly opposed to the proposal 

Because teachers are being paid 
presently at the regular level, a 22 
percent cut would net out to a 14 
percent cut for the entire school 
year if the school board proposal is 
accepted by the teacher’s union. 

“The school board obviously re- 
grets having to take these drastic 
steps,” Dr. Bedell said, “but the 
State of Michigan has put us in a 
position where we have no choice. 
The only other alternative is that we 
close schools around March which 
would mean the teachers would lose 
even more. 

“And , of course . the kids wouldn ’ t 
have school.” 

There are 269 school teachers in 
the district of approximately 5.600 
students in the K-12 grades. 

If the additonal millage is 
granted by the voters in December, 
the school district would still be 
levying less millage for schools 
than the eight surrounding com- 
munities Romulus levies 39 90 
mills for all its school needs The 
new mills, if approved, would in- 
crease the figure to 41 48 The 
Wayne-Westland schools presently 
receives 47 79 mills from its voters 
to support the school system 

Dr Bedell said that most of the 
employee groups in the school sys- 
tem have already accepted conces- 
sions 

\Ve are not asking teachers to do 
anything that other employees have 
not already done We have no other 
resources ” 


Animal 
neglect 
leads to 
arrest 

A Romulus woman who had too 
many cats and didn’t take care of 
them got herself in trouble with the 
law and the Humane Society last 
week. 

The woman, Judith Brinker Ful- 
ler, of 15816 Woodmont, pleaded 
guilty to willfully n ot providing 
proper food for her almost 30 reg- 
istered Main Coon cats. 

The defendant’s plea was 
accepted in Romulus 34th District 
Court on Oct. 27. 

The 42-year-old woman had had 
her cats, some champions, taken 
from her home on Oct. 5, by the 
Michigan Humane Society who had 
acted upon numerous complaints 
from one neighbor and two area cat 
breeders of the same breed. 

Upon entry into the residence via 
warrant, MHS officers, a MHS 
veterinarian, Romulus Animal 
Control and Romulus police, found 
20 live cats in unsanitary conditions 
and in very poor health without food 
or water in their cages. 

Seven dead cats were found in two 
freezers and one cat was found be- 
low a basement window in a box, 
apparently dead for a period of 
time. Two Maine Coon females are 
unaccounted for. 

The 20 live cats were taken to the 
downtown office of the Michigan 
Humane society where they were 
found to be suffering from a variety 
of animal sicknesses, along with 
improper weight due to the lack of 
food. The dead cats were found to 
have died from lack of food or sick- 
ness. 

Fuller, when arrested on Oct 7, 
stood mute at her hearing 

On Oct 27, at her pre-trial where 
she pleaded guilty. Judge Henry 
Zaborowski asked the defendant 
why she failed to feed the cats Ful- 
ler answered that she did the best 
she could and that at times she 
didn t have food for herself 

Judge Zaborowski upon accept- 
ing her plea postponed sentencing 
Fuller agreed to officially turn over 
the 20 cats to the Michigan Humane 
Society allow the MHS to inspect 
her home for one year and not to 
own any other animals for that year 
except her black poodle and a

City funds study 
to microfilm records 
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Only 7 speakers show

Public apathy shown for tax proposal 


The levy would amount 
to 23 cents for $1,000 SEV 


A public hearing, the second in 
two weeks on a proposed millage 
increase for Wayne County, 
attracted only seven speakers from 
an audience of 12 on Oct. 27. 

The hearing was rescheduled by 
the County Board of Commission- 
ers over concern that the first may 
not have been adequately publi- 
cized. An audience of only three 
appeared at the first hearing on 
Oct. 22. 

Recommended by the County 
Board of Auditors for balancing the 
1982-83 budget, the millage increase 
would add about $4.4 million to the 
County general fund to help over- 


come a $23.3 million deficit The 
levy would amount to .2383, or 23 
cents per $1000 of assessed valua- 
tion, and would cost less than $7 for 
a home appraised at $30,000. 

The levy was proposed to take 
advantage of potential revenue 
from increased State Equalized 
Valuation of property allowed by 
state statute. Act 5 of Public Acts 
1982 , MCL 21 1 .24 e , which requires a 
public hearing before decision by 


the Board of Commissioners. Also, 
according to the statute, the Board 
cannot decide on the proposed levy 
until at least a week after the 
hearing. 

At the hearing, Board Chairman 
Samuel A . Turner pointed out that if 
the proposed levy is turned down, 
the commissioners must eliminate 
$4 .4 million worth of services to bla- 
lance the budget. 

Public officials present at the 


hearing to oppose the increase in- 
cluded James Kelly. Redford 
Township Supervisor; Jack R 
Dodge. Finance Director, City of 
Livonia, who read a letter from 
Mayor Edward McNamara; Tho- 
mas L. Wayne. Dearborn Heights 
Councilman; and County Commis- 
sioner Mary L. Dumas. 

Others who spoke in opposition 
were Thomas Malone, representing 
the Schaefer 7mi-8mi Lodge 
Homeowners Association; Rose 
Bogaert, Wayne County Taxpayers 
Association; and private citizens 
Helen Nalepa and Catherine 
Overbey.

Council lends its support in landfill battle

er Beverly Me Anally, the Romulus 
City Council , in form of a resolution. 
• rallied to the support of Huron 
Township. 

The towmship is battling Wayne 
County W'hich is considering an ap- 
plication for the placement of a 
sanitary landfill in Huron Tow nship 
adjacent to New Boston 

The local officials w'ere made 
aware of the urgency of the support 
via a letter by Milton Mack. Jr . 
Mayor Pro-Tern The letter reads 
as fol low's 

Dear Western Wayne County 
Public Officials 

On October 13. 1982. the Wayne 
County Solid Waste Planning Com- 


mittee will consider an application 
for placement of a sanitary land fill 
on a prime industrial site in Huron 
Tow'nship adjacent to New' Boston 

This application appears to not be 
in the best interest of the citizens of 
Huron Township and appears to run 
contrary to the intent of Act 641 to 
place less reliance on sanitary land 
fills as a means of disposal of solid 
w’aste 

Because this Planning Commit- 
tee is considering other applica- 
tions in an effort to grant as many 
applications as possible before the 
cutoff date. I believe it is in the best 
interests of the public officials of 
Western Wayne County that a 
moratorium be placed on all new 


applications filed after June 1 . 1982, 
in order to insure that these poten- 
tial sites meet the criteria set forth 
in Act 641. 

The county acknow ledges that ex- 
isting facilities will meet current 
needs for the next twelve years. 
Therefore, there is no need to have 
new- sites included in the five year 
plan w'hich begins in 1983 

The Wayne resolution asked that 
the moratorium be placed on all 
new applications for sanitary land- 
fills in the county until June 1 1983, 
if the application for the landfill w'as 
filed with the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources after June 1, 
1982

Wayne County Community Col- 
lege has been awarded a new five- 
year development grant under the 
auspices of the U S Department of 
Education’s institutional aid prog- 
ram. The project commenced this 
month. m and it will run through 
September 1987. 

This marks the fourth consecu- 
tive award for the college as a de- 
veloping institution of higher 
education, enabling WCCC to 
embark upon productive and far- 
reaching administrative, curricu- 
lar and eductional service improve- 
ments since it first qualified for Ti- 
tle III funding in 1976. 

this year’s portion of the grant 
was approved last month by the 
federal government for $364,000 
through September 1983. Specific 
funding levels will be determined 
on a year-by-year basis, according 
to Gregory Maronick, management 
development administrator and 
program director. He expects the 
level to remain at about 50 percent 
of the college’s original request for 
the 60-month duration of the 
program. 

“Such sizeable cuts are perhaps 
understandable in terms of the 
state of the nation s economy,” he 
said. “But it’s going to be a chal- 
lenge at the local level to repackage 
this program effectively. On the 
other hand, knowing we must per- 


form prudently and with extreme 
efficiency at this time will probably 
work to our advantage in terms of 
helping to improve the college s 
overall operations.” 

At a meeting of Title III personnel 
held at Lansing Community College 
on Sept. 29, it was reported Mercy 
College of Detorit received the 
largest Title III grant of Michigan 
institutions in 1982-83. Among the 
other state colleges to receive fund- 
ing this year were Orchard Lake St . 
Mary’s College. Alpena Commun- 
ity College, Lansing Community 
College, Bay de Noc Community 
College, Kirtland Community Col- 
lege and Delta College. 

At WCCC there are three basic 
components of the Title III opera- 
tion. These activities have ben 
broken down as academic improve- 
ments, student-centered support 
network and administrative im- 
provements. 

Head of the largest component, 
curriculum and instreuction direc- 
tor Ronald Watcke, said the 
academic improvement program 
would help to facilitate the design of 
new programs to meet emerging 
employment needs throughout the 
service district and elsewhere. Dr. 
Watcke said a computer literacy 
program for students, staff and 
faculty would be put in place and 
development of new curricula 


would make retrianing possible in 
selected disciplines. The compo- 
nent will also provide further auto- 
mation of the learning resource 
centers. 

The student-centered support 
network will help to achieve 1 1 insti- 
tutional goals, according to the 
module leader Fred Novack. stu- 
dent services director. Among 
these goals he listed the develop- 
ment of a computer advisory and 
planning system for students, im- 
proved admissions and assessment 
procedures for new students and a 
plan for managing secondary and 
postsecondary articulation prog- 
rams. 

The other major portion of the 
WCCC program will facilitate the 
establishment of a research and de- 
velopment component for the in- 
stitution in order to keep pace with 
ongoing changes in the student pro- 
file and to respond institutionally to 
such needs as may be dictated by 
the effects of growth. Headed by 
Milan Chonich, development direc- 
tor. the R & D component will help 
to develop new approaches to man- 
agement efficacy on an organiza- 
tion-wide basis. 

“Because of the changes in the 
economy, the work force has had to 
prepare for it,” Dr. Chonich said. 
“This is a critical time and our R & 
D function must play a major role. ”

72,000 hunters heading north 


Few traffic problems and a near- 
record season await deer hunters 
who will participate in the 16-day 
firearm season which kicks off Nov. 
15, according to the Automobile 
Club of Michigan. 

“Since the season opens on Mon- 
day, travel will be spaced over the 
preceding weekend (Nov. 12-14) 
and traffic congestion should be 
minimal,” stated Auto Club Travel 
Operations Manager James Drury. 

More than 720,000 hunters should 
travel to deer camps by the Nov. 30 
conclusion and spend an estimated 
$250 million in Michigan for every- 
thing from fuel and lodging to hunt- 
ing leases. 

“Last year’s season was the best 
ever, with 734,000 hunters taking 

172.000 deer, including a record 

123.000 bucks,” Drury noted. 
“While 1982 is not expected to be as 
good because of last winter’s severe 
weather that lowered the fawn sur- 
vival rate, it still could be the 
second best season on record.” 

To help reduce losses over the up- 


coming winter, more antlerless 
deer permits will be issued. As a 
result, the Department of Natural 
Resources estimates firearm hun- 
ters should take between 150,000 
and 160,000 deer over the season, 
down 7 to 11 percent from last year. 

“An increasing number of deer 
are being taken from farmland 
areas of the southern Lower Penin- 
sula, but two-thirds of the state’s 
hunters will still travel into north- 
ern Lower and Upper Michigan,” 
Drury said. 

The only problem area for motor- 
ists may be along 1-75 near the Zil- 
waukee Bridge near Saginaw. A 
combination of three lanes of traffic 
merging into two and motorists 
slowing to look at damage to the 
new Zilwaukee high bridge could 
cause slowdowns. 

To help ease possible jams, ship- 
pers using the Saginaw River have 
been asked to restrict traffic during 
peak travel times Nov. 12-14 and 
Nov. 16-17. 

The State Department of Trans- 


portation expects northbound traf- 
fic to be heaviest from 4 to 9 p.m. 
Friday (Nov. 12), 8 a m. to 4 p.m. 
Saturday and 8 a m. to 2 p.m. 
Sunday. 

Many hunters are expected to 
prolong stays in the north because 
of the weekday opener. 


Samuel A. Turner, the chairman 
of the Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners, has confirmed that ab- 
out 1700 employees were not paid on 
time Friday, but he expects that all 
will receive checks by the middle of 
this week. 

“By no means do I expect an ex- 
tended period without pay,” said 
Turner. “Although we lacked 
enough to meet the Oct. 29 payroll, 
we’re not completely without cash 
and money is trickling in every day. 

“My best estimate according to 
information from our fiscal officers 
is that those due pay on the 29th 
should be greeted by checks soon 
after election day.” 

Turner said that fiscal officers 
are “working diligently” to stimu- 
late the flow of income from fees 
and reimbursements, most of it 
from the County General Hospital, 
and to “free-up” money otherwise 
designated for special purposes 
which possibly could be diverted for 
a short period. 

However, Turner warned again 
that employees must realize that 
paydays on time are still in jeopar- 
dy unless the State Municipal Fi- 
nance Commission (MFC) will per- 
mit borrowing an additional $10 
million for expenses through Nov. 
30 when a new fiscal year begins. 
The County payroll is approximate- 
ly $2 million each week, with about 
half the 3400 employees due pay 
each time. 

As early as last month Turner and 
the fiscal officers forecast pay 
problems when the MFC granted 
the County permission to borrow 
only $10 million of $20 million 
sought. Another application for bor-

Those four- 
month stints continued for four 
years, and Walz’ legion of fans con- 
tinued to grow. 

The fans’ devotion and demands 
prompted the first recording effort 
of the budding star, when he cut an 
album of his most requested songs. 
He produced 700 records and tapes 
and sold them all — at a total profit 
of $1,900 which went to finance his 
second record enterprise. 

That second effort introduced 
him to Judy Wyllie, also a Wayne 
Ford plant worker and former re- 
cord promoter. It took her months 
to get back with him after hearing

Adoption of the 1982-83 Wayne 
County budget tentatively sche- 
duled for Nov. 5 may include fund- 
ing of the D.J. Healy children’s 
home for only 60 days while alter- 
nate housing in private facilities is 
sought for its abused and neglected 
youngsters. 

If other suitable housing at feasi- 
ble cost is found in that period, the 
home would be closed Jan. 31, 
according to a recommendation of 
the Ways and Means Committee of 
the County Board of Commission- 
ers which deliberated the budget 
throughout October. 

The committee recommendation 
to the Board would concur with the 
County Board of Auditors. Closing 
the home is part of the auditors’ tot- 
al budget proposal with appropria- 
tions amounting to $283. 1 million for 
the new fiscal year beginning Dec. 
1 . 


After consideration by the com- 
mittee, including any amendments, 
the report must lay on the table for 
72 hours before adoption by the 
Board . The report is scheduled to be 
placed on the table some time this 
week. 

If the youth home is closed, it 
woudl save the County about $1.6 
million per year, the auditors esti- 
mate. Typically, about 35 children 
are there each day during short- 
term waits for more permanent re- 
sidence in foster homes. 

For the 60-day funding period, a 
special committee has been 
appointed to determine where 
arrangements can be made to 
house public wards in private agen- 
cies, and at what cost for equal ser- 
vice. 

Commissioner Kay L. Beard, the 
chairman of the special committee, 
the Committee on Child Care Ser- 


vices Alternatives, has already sub- 
mitted a report to the Ways and 
Means Committee showing D.J. 
Healy with the highest per diem 
cost among six local facilities ev- 
aluated. 

Her comparison shows D.J. Hea- 
ly costing as much as $114 per day 
per child, ranging downward to as 
low as $45 per day per child among 
the others which include St. Francis 
Home for Boys, St. Vincent7Sarah 
Fisher, Vista Maria, Christ Child 
House, and Denby Memorial Home. 

Commissioner George J. Orzech, 
previously opposed to closing the 
Healy home, said he has changed 
his opinion since touring some of the 
other facilities. 

“The D.J. children are being 
shortchanged because the other 
facilities are much better,” said 
Orzech.

Schools must learn 


to be financially responsible 


Ms. Mack has raised some very 
important issues, but who is listening? 

Consider this : The Van Buren School Board is 
comprised of people who have little expertise in 
operating a business with a multi-million dollar 
budget. Given this awesome responsibility of 
overseeing the education of our children and 
lacking necessary business skills, our board 
hires people with “business acuity” plus educa- 
tional background. 

This is our superintendent, Dr. Elvin Peets. 
He is the top paid employee of Van Buren 
Schools at $52,900 plus fringes. Surely Ms. Mack 
and Mr. Mooradian, you aren’t suggesting that 
we hire another specialist? 

Just for comparison, Detroit Public Schools 
pay their superintendent $66,000. Furthermore, 
in July it was reported that Dr. Peets was a 
finalist for the superintendent position in Kala- 
mazoo. Their school system is about twice as 
large as Van Buren.. Starting salary was 
$53,000. 

Dr. Peets was quoted as calling his intended 
move a “professional advancement”. Such a 
move for $100 per year should make you ask 
some questions. But who would listen? Inciden- 
tally, Dr. Peets has an assistant. Raymond Kohr 
is the Director of Personnel. Mr. Kohr’s salary 
is in the $48,000 range. His duties include inter- 
viewing and hiring (pretty slow these days, I’d 
guess) , keeping seniority lists in order, and pro- 
jecting future enrollment trends. 

At your tax level, Ms. Mack, it will take you 
and 35 other taxpayers to pay these two salaries. 
So far, your children have received ZERO in- 
struction. It has been suggested that one of these 
gentlemen handle both of these jobs. Sure, it 
would be a big job, but so is the salary. Nobody 
would listen. 

Cuts were made at the administrative level. 
Junior High assistant principals were made to 
teach half time . These positions were restored to 
full time assistant principal after one year. 
Apparently it was too much of a burden on the 
principals. This reduction left them with only 
two secretaries and one counsellor. The same 
evening the board restored these cuts, they also 
gave Central Administration the go-ahead to 
hire another secretary. It seems that our top 
administrators were having to do some of their 
own paperwork. The board listened 

Yes, Ms. Mack, the voters have spoken, but 
who is listening? This is also the second time 
that the voters have overwhelmingly said “NO 
MONEY FOR ATHLETICS”. Our Boosters 
worked faithfully, but still fell $30-$35,000 short 


In the new budget, this is referred to as “deficit 
in the athletic fund”. 

This may sound like old news, but Van Buren 
teachers have been working under an expired 
contract since 1978. Our board’s top employees 
have shown themselves either incapable of or 
unwilling to advise the board in such a direction 
as to settle. 

They ’ve even had a professional negotiator on 
their payroll since 1978. 

Of 36 districts in Wayne County, your teachers 
rank No. 31 in salary. Perhaps you should ask 
where your top administrators rank. 

During the week of Oct . 11 , our administrators 
met to discuss the “state of the district”. Some, 
but not all, of our school board members were 
present at both sessions. (Was their dinner pro- 
vided by the taxpayers?) Our Director of Busi- 
ness Affairs, Mr. Jack Hosmer (more business 
acuity) made several recommendations. 
Among them are: 

A. Strongly consider closing 1 or 2 more 
schools ; 

B. If matters get worse, consider suspending 
bus service entirely ; 

C. Consider shortening the school year. 

Ms. Mack, I respect and admire your willing- 
ness to speak up. I fear, however, that you won’t 
be heard. You see, Dr. Peets has already stated 
that the figures given for Business & Adminis- 
tration expenses (furnished by Wayne County 
Intermediate School District) were not accu- 
rate. He should know, he’s our top employee. 
Several courses of action are available to you. 
Whether you are active or passive, one of these 
courses will be pursued. A.) You can continue to 
vote NO on new millage requests. Unfortunate- 
ly, as we’ve seen, cuts will begin and remain at 
the instructional level. Your children’s educa- 
tion will continue to suffer. 

B. ) You can demand that administration be 
truly “cut to the marrow” before another of 
your child’s instructional dollars is cut. 

C . ) You can initiate a course of action that was 
successfully undertaken in Van Buren Township 
and in Wayne/Westland. This action would only 
be necessary if option “B“ was viewed as in- 
appropriate by our board. 

Maybe they’ll listen. 

As a teacher in our district, I will continue to 
give our children the best education possible in 
these difficult times. Your attention to these 
matters would only be in the best interest of our 
children.

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A ‘joyous’ funeral 


Last week I made a quick trip 
up to my beloved Copper Country 
to say a last “Goodbye” to an 
even more beloved uncle. 

You may remember this par- 
ticular uncle. I wrote about him 
in a column last year where I 
talked about chutzpah, sisu, and 
the power of positive thinking. 

I used a story about him as an 
example of Finnish *sisu” (guts, 
grit, determination). He had 
been in UCLA Medical Center a 
few years ago, dying, the doctors 
said*, of Leukemia. On the morn- 
ing after the night he hadn t been 
expected to live through, my 
aunt called to see what his condi- 
tion was. She did it with much 
apprehension, and with many 
false starts, wanting to prolong 
having to hear the bad news 
YVhen she finally did call, the 
word was that not only had he 
rallied, he was causing a real 
rucus with his demands to let 
him out of there On wings of 
wonder and joy. she hurried to 
take him home 

The reprieve lasted for three 
more years — until last week, 


when he died shoveling the first 
of winter’s snow out of his upper 
peninsula driveway. His last mo- 
ments couldn’t have been more 
fitting if he had hand-picked 
them himself He was strong and 
relatively healthy, and he was 
doing what he loved best : He was 
battling the elements in the rug- 
ged country he had finally, after 
30 years away, come home to 

If there is such a thing as a 
joyous funeral, his was it. It was 
a most remarkable event in hon- 
or of a most remarkable man. 

There are those special people 
in this world whose selflessness 
ad 4 joie de vivre” touches every- 
one around them My uncle was 
one of those people Even people 
who could not love easily, loved 
him. 

And so, when plans to com- 
memorate his death were being 
made, they couldn’t help but 
evolve into a natural, joyous 
celebration of life YVe could — 
and did — mourn the void his pas- 
sing would leave But we couldn t 
mourn his death 

The brush with death at UCLA 


wasn’t the first, you see. He had 
had many more before that He 
had spent the 30 years away from 
the Copper Country trying to 
ease the pain and disfiguration of 
crippling arthritis. On his doc- 
tor’s advice, he moved his family 
west to Arizona, where the dry 
heat was more beneficial. 

It didn’t cure the disease en- 
tirely, however, and he spent 
years getting cortisone treat- 
ments and being a human guinea 
pig for whatever new wonder 
medication came along — in- 
cluding bee-sting therapy 

The arthritis, miraculously. 

4 burned itself out after my un- 
cle developed a mysterious fever 
where his temperature reached 
as high as 106 degrees 

The effects of the disease re- 
mained : the gnarled, twisted fin- 
gers, the exaggerated joints — 
but he looked on them as symbols 
of a battle won Tangible evi- 
dence that spirit and will can 
dominate 

The disease — and the medica- 
tion — took it’s toll, and every 
now and then some malignancy

try to take him. It never worked 

So the miracle was that when 
death finally did overtake him, it 
was in an instant, without linger- 
ing pain, with dignity intact. 

At graveside, where we 
gathered for one final goodbye,

Looking for more 
salmon in your net? 

Try these tips

If youre like me , it seems as if you 
have less and less time to spend 
streamside casting for steelhead 
and salmon. And since our angling 
time is limited . we want to hook and 
land as many fish as possible with 
the least amount of effort. But all 
too often we lose them and have to 
be content with telling tales of “the 
one that got away.” 

Here are a few tips that may help 
bring more salmon to your net : 

1 — BE SURE HOOKS ARE NEE- 
DLE SHARP. This is a basic rule in 
fishing regardless of the species 
you’re after. When salmon enter 
their spawning period their jaws 
harden more than normal and it 
takes a sharp hook to penetrate the 
bone. 

2 — USE LINE THAT’S HEAVY 
ENOUGH. Salmon are notorious 
for falling on the line after dazzling 
an angler with their aerial acroba- 
tics, thereby making good an 


escape. Your line must be heavy 
enough to be able to withstand this 
punishment without breaking. 

Also keep in mind that cohos and 
Chinooks are capable of making 
long runs after becoming hooked. 
And if you’re fishing fast water, 
your problems are compounded. 
The fish has the edge. Salmon 
aren’t quite as finicky and spooky 
as spawning steelhead, so heavy 
line doesn’t frighten them. 

I’d suggest using at least 12- 
pound test monofilament because 
there’s always a chance of sinking 
your barbs into a real tackle-buster . 

Perhaps you’ve read the results 
of recent tests that proved blue- 
green colored fishing line caught 
more fish than any other color I’ve 
found this to be true, for the most 
part — except in salmon fishing. 
For this, flourescent yellow line 
seems to work best. It's possible 
that the lines serves as an attractor . 

3 — Have a good assortment of 
salmon lures in a vast array of col- 
ors. I’ll never forget the time a few

No one but the inimitable Iggy 
^op himself could possibly tell 
r 'this story ; no outside biographer 
could even begin to wallow in the 
‘ depths of Iggy’s all-too real 
world of sex, drugs, and of 
course, rock and roll. 

Ann Arbor’s favorite son is not 
your typical rock star — never 
was, and never will be. He is, in- 
stead, an originator. It’s not by 
coincidence that he’s been called 
the godfather of punk. Long be- 
fore there was a Sid Vicious, 
there was Iggy Pop, pulling out 
all the stops by doing a belly- 
smacker into broken glass on the 
J stage of Max’s Kansas City. 
! Why? To get the audience in- 
! volved; to make them react. 

And, as anyone who has seen 
Iggy in concert will attest to, 
they’re still reacting. Pathetic 
crowds pay ten, twelve dollars 
apiece not to praise the Ig, but 
to bury him. I’ve seen him pelted 
with light bulbs, metal locks. 


even 35mm cameras. He doesn’t 
like it, but as he told a crowd at 
the Michigan Palace once “You 
can throw anything you want to 
honey, ’cause you paid ten dol- 
lars, and I’m makin’ ten 
thousand.” 

“I Need More” is a gem of a 
book, written in cooperation with 
Anne Wehrer, an old Ann Arbor 
friend and New York scenemak- 
er. It’s written in a very casual, 
very readable style which trans- 
lates perfectly the persona, as 
opposed to the expected image, 
of Iggy Pop. 

Each picture may not be worth 
a thousand words, but without a 
doubt, some of them, like Iggy’s 
(nee Jim Osterberg) high school 
graduation photo, are worth at 
least a thousand laughs. And yes, 
Virginia, one of the famous shots 
of Iggy , uh , defrocked , as it were , 
is included. 

There’s also lot’s of song lyrics 
here, from “1969” to “Raw Pow- 
er” to “I Need More,” where the 
Pop states “I need to lead a dissi- 
pate existence/ And play my 
scratchy records/ And enjoy my 
decline.”

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Canton woman sought in murder investigation

Police arestill seeking a 25-year- 
old Canton ivoman accused of kill- 
ing an Ann Arbor man in a holdup 
attempt last Thursday evening. 

Dead fr#m a gunshot to the head 
is Jess William Brown Jr., 27, of 
Ann Arb^r. who was apparently set 
up for tbe robbery attempt by two 
acquaintances. 

Two Canton men — George 
McCue, 25, and Ricki Sparks. 31 — 
are in custody and have been 
charged with assault with intent to 
rob. Still at large, however, is De- 


lores Jean Federico, the accused 
trigger woman. 

According to Canton Police Cpl 
Robin Cripe. the two men allegedly 
arranged the holdup to pay for 
drugs they had bought from 
Federico. 

“They were unable to come up 
with the money they owed, so it was 
suggested that they rob someone to 
take care of the debt,” Cripe said 
“The name of the victim came up 
because it was believed he usually 
had quite a bit of money on him. ” 

The trio reportedly devised a plan 
to rob Brown, Cripe said, chosing a 
site on Lotz Road south of Michigan

To make the robbery look un- 
planned. Federico allegedly was 
supposed to rob both Brown and 
McCue. he said. 

“When the victim got of the car, 
something must have gone astray 
because she shot Brown in the 
head,” Cripe said. There wasn’t 
supposed to be any shooting — the 
feeling was that the victim was 
going to give up his money without a 
fight.” 

According to the detective, neith- 
er McCue nor Sparks saw what 
caused the gunplay. 

Struck by a slug from what police 
believe is a .38 caliber revolver. 
Brown was pronounced dead at 7 . 58 
p.m . at Wayne County General Hos- 
pital. 

Police said that it is not known if 
any money was taken. Money was 
found on Brown s person, but his 
wallet was missing, police said. 

Cripe declined to specify how 
much money McCue and Sparks 
owed Federico. “It was more than 
$100, but it was not what I would call 
a substantial amount,” he said. 

The two men gave conflicting 
stories on the kind of drugs pur- 
chased from Federico, he added. 

The Canton police were not aware 
of Federico’s drug dealing, Cripe 


said, but it was discovered she was 
under investigation by the Federal 
Drug Enforcement Agency. 
(DEA). 

According to the DEA. Federico s 
husband. Joseph, is now serving a 
sentence for a narcotics charge at a 
federal penitentiary in Missouri. 

The woman, who lived in an 
apartment complex on Warren 
Road, had no prior record with the 
Canton Police Department. Cripe 
said Police believe, however, that 
she had drug contacts throughout 
the Detroit metropolitan area. 

“From what I understand, she 
deals in just about everything,” 
Cripe said 

Police described Federico as 5 
feet, 6 inches tall. 125 pounds, with 
green eyes and blond hair. She is to 
be considered armed and 
dangerous. 

Still unrecovered is the suspect's 
car. a light blue 1977 Grand Prix 
with license plate number ZGC 325.

ORDINANCE NO. 82-4 


AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE THE LICENSING. ESTABLISHMENT. 
MAINTENANCE. AND OPERATION OF MECHANICAL AMUSEMENT 
DEVICES AND MECHANICAL AMUSEMENT DEVICE ARCADES AND 
PROVIDE PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS THEREOF. 

THE TOWNSHIP OF HURON ORDAINS: 

SECTION 1 

1.01. DEFINITIONS. The following words and phrases, when used in this 
Ordinance, shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to them in this 
section, except in those instances where the context clearly indicates a diffe- 
rent meaning. 

1 .02. LICENSE OFFICER. Is the Township Clerk of the Township of Huron or . 
with the Township Board approval, his/her duly authorized representative. 

1.03. MECHANICAL AMUSEMENT DEVICE. Shall mean any niachine, de- 
vice or contrivance which, upon the insertion of a coin, slug, token, plate or 
disc, or the payment of a price, may be operated by the public generally for 
use as a game, entertainment, or amusement, whether or not registering a 
score and whether operated by hand, electricity, or any other form of power. 

It shall include such devices as marble machines, pinball machines, skillball 
machines, mechanical gun machines, coin-operated bowling alleys, coin- 
operated pool tables, shuffle board game machines or devices, whether play- 
ed with discs, weights, pucks, or balls, mechanical guns, any so-called claw, 
crane, or digger machine, or any other games, devices, operations or transac- 
tions similar thereto, under whatever name they may be indicated, which 
when operated, do not deliver as a result of the application of an element of 
chance , any money or property , or by the operation of which a person may not 
be entitled to receive as a result of the application of an element of chance , any 
money or property 

It shall not include those mechanical amusement devices which are common- 
ly defined as “kiddie rides” or juke boxes. 

1.04. PERSON. Shall include any individual, firm, co-partnership, corpora- 
tion, association, club, joint venture, estate, trust, and their legal successors 
and any other group or combination acting as a unit, and the individuals 
constituting such group or unit. 

1.05. OWNER. Shall mean any person who actually owns, rents or leases, or 
has title to, or any interest, leasehold or otherwise, in any mechanical amuse- 
ment device or arcade, and/or used or operated in his own place of business. 

1 06. MECHANICAL AMUSEMENT DEVICE ARCADE Shall mean any pre- 
mises, other than a Class ”C” establishment properly licensed by the Michi- 
gan Liquor Control Commission, open to the public wherein are assembled 3 
or more mechanical amusement devices. 

SECTION 2 

« 2 01 APPLICABILITY. The provisions of this Ordinance shall not apply to 
private residences. 

• SECTION 3 

- 3.01. LICENSE REQUIRED No person shall operate or cause to be operated 
any mechanical amusement device or arcade as defined herein, within the 
Township of Huron without first having obtained a license from the License 
Officer 

3.02. APPLICATION FOR LICENSE. Each person desiring to have any 
mechanical amusement device or arcade shall first make application to the 
License Officer for a license therefor. The License Officer is hereby autho- 
rized to issue a license to any person, 18 years of age or older, to have a 
mechanical amusement device or arcade in the Township Such application 
shall contain the full name and address, the zoning district, the street and 
number of the applicant . or . if more than one ( 1 ) person or if an association or 
firm, the full names, addresses, including the street numbers of all parties 
financially interested 

The application shall also include the following: 

a. The premises where such mechanical amusement device is to be oper- 
ated, including the street and number. 

b Whether the applicant has ever engaged in operating mechanical 
amusement devices, and when, where and how long in each place within 
five (5) years then last past. 

c The name of the owner of the premises in which such mechanical 
amusement device or devices is to be located and the complete address of 
such owner The application shall be signed by the applicant . or in the case 
of a club, society, firm or corporation, the application shall be signed by 
the manager or any of its officers 

3.03 INVESTIGATION BY ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS No license shall 
be granted until the License Officer shall have referred the application to the 
Police Department . the Fire Department, Building Department and the Ordi 
nance Enforcement Officer for an investigation as hereinafter provided and 
shall have received from each of said departments or officers a report of their 
respective investigations and the approval of the application by each depart 
ment or officer 

a. The Police Department may cause an investigation to be made as to the 
character of the applicant and of the officers of the club, society or cor- 
poration and of the persons who are to have general management of the 
business and of the type of mechanical amusement devices to be used The 
applicant shall be rejected if the Police Department shall find any of the 
persons named in the application have previously been connected with any 
mechanical amusement device operation where the license has been re- 
voked. or where any of the provisions of this Ordinance, or any of the 
provisions of any Ordinance of any other city . village or township, or state 
law with reference to mechanical amusement devices, have been violated, 
or if the premises in which the mechanical amusement devices are to be 
operated do not conform in every way with the regulations, ordinances 
and rules applicable thereto No application shall be approved until the 
types of mechanical amusement devices to be used are approved by the 
Police Department 

b. The Building Department and Fire Department shall cause an inves- 
tigation to be made of the premises where a mechanical amusement 
device is to be operated, to determine whether or not said premises and 


any electrical equipment proposed to be used therein comply with all of the 
Building Codes, Fire Codes, Ordinances and rules and regulations of the 
Township, and the application shall be rejected if the investigating depart- 
ment shall find any existing violation of any such Code. Ordinance, rule or 
regulation 

c. The Ordinance Enforcement Officer shall cause an investigation to be 
made of the premises where a mechanical amusement device is to be 
operated, to determine whether or not the building involved meets all the 
requirements of applicable Township Ordinances and whether or not the 
proposed use is a permissible one under the provisions of the Zoning 
Ordinance, and the application shall be rejected if the Ordinance Enforce- 
ment Officer finds that the proposed use violates any of the provisions of 
the Zoning Ordinance or any other applicable Township Ordinance. 
SECTION 4 

4.01 . LICENSE FEES. An annual license fee for establishment and operation 
of a mechanical amusement device and/or arcade shall be prescribed. Each 
person having a mechanical amusement device or arcade shall pay an annual 
license fee as prescribed by the Township Board by resolution. 

4.02 LICENSE EXPIRATION DATE NON-TRANSFERABLE DISPLAY. 
All licenses granted under the provisions of this ordinance shall expire on 
December 31st of each year. Such license shall not be transferable Every 
license granted hereunder shall be displayed at all times by the licensee in a 
conspicuous place on the premises. 

SECTION 5 

5 01 INSPECTION BY ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS The Enforcement 
Officers shall have access at all times to all premises where mechanical 
amusement devices are operated within the Township . and it shall be the duty 
of said officers to periodically investigate and inspect all premises in which 
mechanical amusement devices are operated 

5.02 INSPECTION. Each licensee shall at all times open each and every 
portion of the licensed premises for inspection by the Enforcement Officer for 
the purpose of enforcing any ordinance related to the health, safety and 
welfare of the public 

SECTION 6 

6.01 HOURS OF OPERATION. No person shall operate or cause to be oper- 
ated in the Township, any mechanical device within an arcade as defined by 
this ordinance between the hours of 12:00 midnight and 10:00 A M 
SECTION 7 

7.01 USE OF DEVICES BY MINORS. No minor under the age of 15 shall 
operate any mechanical amusement device regulated by this ordinance, in 
any establishment . after 9 : 00 P M . except when such minor shall be accompa- 
nied by his parent or guardian. 

SECTiON 8 

8.01 CONDUCT ON PREMISES. No person, licensee, tenant , leasee, owner or 
operator of any mechanical amusement device or arcade, or any servant, 
agent, or employee of a licensee or owner of a mechanical amusement device 
or arcade, shall permit upon the premises housing a mechanical amusement 
device: 

a Any disorderly persons as defined in MCLA 750.167 
b Any gambling , or the use. possession or presence of gambling parapher- 
nalia. 

c. Any possession, use or consumption of alcoholic beverages by persons 
under twenty-one (21) years of age 

d Any violation of Michigan Controlled Substances Act. MCLA 333 7403. 
e Any intoxicated persons to loiter on the premises 
f Any indecent, immoral or profane language, or indecent, immoral or 
disorderly conduct or immoral, vulgar, lewd, obscene or improper con- 
duct 

g. A minor under the age of 15 years, to play any mechanical amusement 
device after 9:00 P.M unless such minor shall be accompanied by his 
parent or guardian 

h Any loud noise or music to emerge from the licensed premises which is 
disturbing to the surrounding area. 

i Acceptance or receipt of anything of value other than cash as considera- 
tion for the use or operation of any mechanical amusement device on the 
licensed premises. 

8 02 Any licensee, owner, or servant, agent or employee thereof shall pre- 
sumptively be deemed to have permitted the conduct enumerated above if it 
occurs on the premises housing a mechanical amusement device. 

SECTION 9 

9 01 GIVING OF PRIZES, AWARDS. ETC PROHIBITED EXCEPTIONS, 
GAMBLING. PROHIBITED No person by himself, another or otherwise, 
shall give any prize, award, merchandise, gift or anything of value to any 
player or any operator of any such mechanical amusement device or to any 
contestant for any score made on such device, or by any reason of the playing 
of such mechanical amusement device, provided that trophies and scho- 
larships may be awarded to players or teams for league or tournament play 
No form of gambling shall be permitted in connection with the operation of 
anv mechanical amusement device 

SECTION 10 

10 01 CONFISCATION OF UNLAWFUL DEVICES Any machine appar 
atus. contrivance or device, which shall have been made use of in violation of 
the terms of this Ordinance, may be seized and destroyed in compliance with 
the terms and provisions of the statutes of the Slate of Michigan relating to 
gambling devices Provided however, the owner may reclaim said device 
upon payment of any fees owing plus fifty dollars i $50 00 > for cost ol confisca- 
tion However, property taken for violation of gambling laws may not be 
returned to owner except by Court Order 

SECTION 11 

11 01 UNLAWFUL ACTS It shall be unlawful for any person to establish or 
operate or cause to be established or operated any mechanical amusement 
device or arcade . except in conformance with the provisions of this Ordinance 
and any other provisions of the Ordinances of the Township of Huron 


11.02. It shall be unlawful for any person to contrive a special membership, 
club, society, or association type correlation for the purpose of evading any 
section of this Ordinance. 

11.03. It shall be unlawful for any person to hamper, impede, or interfere with 
the performance of the duties of the Enforcement Officers appointed by the 
Township Board under the provisions of this ordinance. 

SECTION 12 

12.01. MECHANICAL AMUSEMENT DEVICE “ARCADES”. The following 
sections shall be additional requirements for establishments that are defined 
under Section 1 .06 as a mechanical amusement device arcade The Township 
Clerk, after special use approval by the Township Board of Trustees, may 
issue the license . if these and the other requirements for the license have been 
met. 

12.02. DISTANCE FROM OTHER STRUCTURES. The proposed location 
shall not be within five hundred (500) feet of any property used for a church, 
school, public library or hospital. 

12.03. NOTICE REQUIREMENTS. The prospective licensee shall notify all 
businesses and residents within one thousand (1,000) feet of the proposed 
location of the mechanical amusement device arcade at least thirty ( 30 ) days 
before the issuance of a license. Said notice shall state that the licensee 
desires to operate a mechanical amusement device arcade, the proposed 
location, and the number of mechanical amusement devices which will be 
contained therein. Said notice shall be made either personally or by certified 
mail and the prospective licensee shall certify by proof-of-service that noti- 
fication has been made. A public hearing may be held regarding establish- 
ment of said arcade. 

12 04 VISIBILITY OF PREMISES. Each establishment shall cause the pre- 
mises where mechanical amusement devices are maintained and operated to 
be visible at all times from the outside of said premises and will maintain a 
window of the dimensions of at least four (4) feet by four (4) feet at the front of 
the location so that the interior premises are visible 

SECTION 13 

13 01 LICENSE REVOCATION AND PROCEEDINGS It shall be mandatory 
for the Township Clerk to summon to appear before the Township Board, any 
licensee w ho shall have been charged with violation of any provision of this 
Ordinance. The Township Clerk shall give wTitten notice to the licensee 
stating that he/she contemplates the revocation of the license herein provided 
and naming his/her reasons therefor Said notice shall also designate a time 
and place of the hearing before saidTowmship Board and shall be personally 
served or mailed by Certified Mail to the licensee not less than ten ( 10) days 
prior to the date set for said hearing On the day of the hearing, the Township 
representative and the licensee may present such evidence as is fitting and 
proper. Such hearing need not follow the strict legal requirements of court 
trials If after considering all of the evidence, the Township Board is con- 
vinced that the charges have been sustained, it shall revoke the license If the 
Township Board shall determine that such license shall be revoked, the 
Township Clerk shall notify, in writing, the licensee of said revocation by 
personal service or by Certified Mail, and said license shall be revoked from 
and after midnight of the day of service. 

SECTION 14 

14 01 PENALTIES Any person, firm or corporation who shall violate or fail 
to comply with any of the provisions of this ordinance or any of the regulations 
adopted in pursuance thereof, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be assessed a fine of not more than five hundred 
dollars ($500 .00) , or imprisonment for not more than ninety (90) days, or both, 
in the discretion of the Court 

Every act or violation and every day upon which such violation shall occur 
shall be a separate offense. 

SECTION 15 

15 01 REPEAL OF CONFLICTING ORDINANCES All ordinances or parts 
of ordinances in conflict herewith are hereby repealed only to the extent 
necessary to give this ordinance full force and effect 

SECTION 16 

16 01 SEVERABILITY If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, phrase or 
portion of this Ordinance is for any reason held invalid or unconstitutional by 
any court of competent jurisdiction, such portion shall be deemed a separate 
distinct and independent provision and such holding shall not affect the valid 
ity of the remaining portions hereof 

SECTION 17 

17.01 SAVINGS CLAUSE The repeal provided for in Section 15 of this Ordi- 
nance shall not abrogate or affect any offense or act committed or done or 
any penalty or forfeiture incurred . or any pending litigation or prosecution or 
any right established or occurring prior to the effective date of this ordinance 
SECTION 18 

18 01 This ordinance shall become effective upon the expiration of thirty < 30 ) 
days alter publication of the Ordinance
